H. NEWE1X, hydrographer of the United 


• 
States geological survey, who addressed the 


Forestry association at Denver on the benefits of 
forests to the water supply, is a strong advocate ol 
the national government taking up the \v>rk of the 
reclaiming of the arid lands of the west. His work 
with the geological survey has taken him all through 
the western country, he has made a close study of 
conditions, and lie has come to the conclusion that 
tbe trans-Mississippi country needs government as- 
sistance in reclaiming it?- arid lands. 
In the August 


nu nt'-er of the Forester he states his v'ews very 
pointedly. The Salt Lake Herald gives the follow - 
ing.synopsis of Mr. Xewell's argument in favor of 
national irrigation: "He points out that experience 
has pointed out time and again that corporations 
who b ive built large irrigation works invariably 
lose on their investment. 
He cites as an example 


the Bear Valley works of southern California. This 
'.s one of the largest irrigation schemes ever under- 
taken by private C'.pital, the cost running up to 
nearly §2,000,000. It has been the means of trans- 
forming what was fifteen years ago a desert into 
the 
now celebrated Revdlands orange district. 


Though it has created property values estimated at 
more than $5,000,000, yet the works have never 
paid the investors. 


All the expenses of reclaiming the desert, Mr. 


Newell shows, could be paid out of the funds re- 
ceive^ from the sale of public lands. In the case of 
government construction the problem is much less 
difficult than when tiie work is done by private en- 
terprise that must receive returns on the invest- 
ment commensurate with tl>t cost and difficulty of j 
the undertaking. The government could afford to 
wait a much longer time for returns from its work, 
and while each particular item of expense might 
not from the outset be a money-making investment, 
yet in the aggregate the increased prosperity of the 
whole property would justify the outlay. 


He compares the present condition of the west 


to that which existed in the east in the days preced- 
ing systematic improvement of rivers and harbors. 
Certain necessary works were executed on these bv 
municipalities, but trade and commerce languislud 
because the large works were found to be unprofit- 
able, and noono community was able to bring about 
the necessary •changes, though when these were 
nude property values increased far beyond the out- 
lay required. 


There is no doubt that with wise and forceful 


legislation, in accordance with the argument of Mr. 
Newell, thousands of homes can be added to the 
country. 
Eastern business men it is said are be- 


ginning to appreciate that they have a vital interest 
in building up home markets in the unoccupied rej 
gions in the arid west. If this is the case, western 
Senators and Congressmen should find it easier to 
secure some preparatory action by Congress, and 
they should leave no stone unturned until they 
have secured the necessary legislation to reclaim 
the whole of the great American desert. 


In The Journal's opinion no system yet suggest- 


ed, .will meet all the requirements, better than is 
provided for in Congressman Newlands' bill which 
wa* introduced at the last session.

Knowing that next Thursday was 
the day designated by national authority for such 
services throughout the union, we could not under- 
stand why a day so long previous should be select- 
ed for Reno's tribute to the memory of the dead 
President. 
We took especial pains to ascertain 


who weie the promoters of the movement, but fail- 
ed to find anyone who hud heard anything about it 
until the appearance of the program iu the evening 
paper, but we did hear a good deal of adverse, criti- 
cism npon tlit manner in which the movement was 
inaugurated. 


While freely admitting that we were in error, in 


our inference that the promoters were actuated by 


• political motives, which we would have known if 


we had been able to ascertain their identity, we 
maintain that all of t'.ie circumstances justified The 
Journal's remarks concerning it. 


The facts are these: Three of our local clergy- 


men met for the purpose ot arranging for a union 
memorial service, to be held in one of the churches. 
After considering the matter, and presumably not 
knowing that a day had been appointed for general 
observation, they concluded that it would be better 
to take the initiative in calling a mass meeting at 
the opera house, and formulated a program there- 
-for. 4 The fact that Judge Curler was asked to ap- 
pearupon the program os one-of the speakers is 
conclusive evidence that no political preference was 
intended by the -Reverend gentlemen whose only 
mistake was .that in their zeal they were a little 
"iooprevious" and in not following tbe usual form of 
prectedure ia calling public assemblages of that 
character.
